Colophon 


The layout, format and photography of the 2012 Hilltop Yearbook are the responsibility of the editor 
and staff members. The Hilltop is printed by Jostens of Clarksville, Tennessee in an edition of 575 
copies with a trim size of 9 x 12 inches and 200 pages. The Jostens Representative was Matthew Clark 
and the in-plant consultant was Dee Skelton. The yearbook adviser was Grace Kelly and Caroline 
Crawford. 


The 2012 Hilltop Yearbook is printed on SFI and FSC certified 100-pound gloss paper and has 100- 
percent post consumer vertical white endsheets. Purple foil 390 was hot stamped on the endsheets. All 
pages are printed in full color with a line screen of 175. 


The cover art was created by Rick Brooks, Jostens Creative Design Manager and the 2012 Hilltop staff. 
The cover was created using ebony 546 material with a french straight overgrain. Pale gold 328 
silkscreen was applied to the cover elements. 


Paper is a key raw material used for many Jostens products such as diplomas, announcements, 
yearbooks and memory books. As a result, Jostens in committed to working with its customers in 
making environmentally educated choices about paper. 


All paper used in the production of Jostens' yearbook and memory book products is purchased from 
paper companies that conduct business in a responsible manner by minimizing their impact on the 
environment. These companies have sound environmental policies and practices that address how their 
operations impact our air, water, land and forests. 


All paper used in the manufacturing process comes from non controversial forests that are responsibly 
managed for, biodiversity of plants and animals, and for soil and water management. 


These suppliers are members of numerous forest management associations and they participate in 
certification processes that vary by location and product lines that include: The American Tree Farm 
Society, The Sustainable Forestry Initiative, The Forest Stewardship Council, The National Council for 
Air and Stream Improvement, The program for Endorsement of Forest Certification and many others. 


All pulp used in production of our paper is elemental chlorine free. 


Jostens makes efforts to recycle all waste paper, cardboard, and aluminum used in the manufacturing 
process in addition to comprehensive recycling in office environments. 
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
